Article L With the object of pre- 
venting as far as possible recours 
force in international relations, 
signatory powers agree to use al! 
deavors to effect by pacific meansa 
tlement of the differences which 
ai .se among them. 

Article 2. The signatory powers de- 
cide tiint in cases of serious difference 
or conflict they will, before appealing 
to arms, have recourse, so f r as cir- 
cumstances permit, to the good ofllccs 
or mediation of one or several friendly 

Article 3. Independently of this, th 
signatory powera deem it useful thi 
several of the powers not committed t 
the arbitration scheme shall on thci 
own initiative offer, as far as circuu 
stances permit, their good offices for 
mediation to the contending state: 
The light of Offering their good office 
belong to powers not connected with 
the conflict even in the course of hos- 
tilities, which act can never be regard- 
ed as an unfriendly act. 

Article 4. The part of mediator con- 
sists iu reconciling conflicting claims 
and appeasing resentment which may 
have arisen between contending states. 

Article 5. The functions of medi- 
ators cease from the moment it may be 
stated by one of the contending parties 
or by the mediator himself that the 
compromise or basis of an amicable un- 
derstanding proposed by h.m has not 
been accepted. 

Article & Hood offices and mediation 
have the exclusive character of coun- 
sel and are devoid of obligatory forces. 

Article 7. The acceptance of media- 
tion, unless otherwise stipulated, may 
have the effect of interrupting the ob- 
ligation of preparing for war. If the 
MMptaBtM supervenes after the open- 
ing of hostilities It shall not inter- 
rupt, unless by a convention of aeon 
trary tenor, military operations that 
may be proceeding. 

Article 8. The signatory powers 
agree in recommending the applica- 
tion of special mediation in the event 
of threatened interruption of peace 
between members. Contending states 
may each choose a power to which 
they will entrust the mission of enter- 
ing into a negotiation with a power 
chosen by the other aide with the ob- 
ject of preventing a rupture of pacific 
relations, or. in the event of hostili 
tics of restoring peace.
